as well as the price offered by Orillia, are not so good 
as the terms and conditions offered by this Comal ssion 
for service from the Vasdell’s Sys tem. 


It should be noted in passing that we have negot-

Ag the municipsilty @ Longford psig is obtaining 
power from the Orillia Veter, Light and Power Commigsion, 
it ico apparent that the efferts of the Pover Commission to 


reverse the vote on By-law Ne.327, referred to in the fore- 


going letter, wae not suocessful. 
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The foregoing review of the inauguration, conditions 


and operations of the Wasdell’s System discloses subject 
matters fommon to other unlertakings of the Commission yve= 


quiring careful consideration and probably statutory amend- 


monts to more clearly define the powers and duties of the 
Commission. These general subjeot matte rs include those og * 
"Renewal Reserves", “Sinking Fumd Reserves", “Rural Lines” ? 
the more or lesé indiscriminate use of funds in the Bands of 
the Commission without regard to the specific purposes for 
Which they were advanced, the policy and practice which 
should be followed by the Comission wien it onters fields 
already sani tuih tal ober Xow undertakings, especially in 
such Gase@ as in the Wasdell's Sytem, where a muni sipality 


within the System has its own power developm at and distrib- 
uting System and prefers to remain free from the Jurisdiction 
and control ef the Commission. 

We propose to deal With such general matters in our 
General Report and respectfully reserve comment upon the 
Wasdell*s System other than what appears in the foregoing 
Poviews
